Housing developer’s 
plan for 200 houses 
at Weycock Cross 
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A HOUSING developer is to sub¬ 
mit plans for 200 houses on the out¬ 
skirts of Barry at Weycock Cross, 
writes TIM CHAPMAN. 

Taylor Wimpey South Wales is hold¬ 
ing a community information event 
tomorrow (Friday, May 17) at Highlight 
Park Community Centre on Stirling 
Road, from 1pm to 8pm. 

The company says it is an opportuni¬ 
ty to present its vision to local people 
and for them to ask questions. 

One Barry councillor claimed if the 
proposal went ahead it would be the 
“thin end of the wedge”, reducing the 
green space between Barry and Rhoose, 


and leading to more congestion on Port 
Road. 

Laura Powell of Taylor Wimpey told 
The GEM: “This event is designed to 
open up a conversation between Taylor 
Wimpey and the community. 

“It’s really important we get input on 
our proposals from the public as it will 
help inform us when we put together 
our final plan.” 

The company say the site will meet a 
shortfall in housing land in the county, 
and pointed out it was identified in the 
Deposit Vale of Glamorgan Local 
Development Plan for residential devel¬ 
opment.

Cowbridge school: 

Questions remain 


Y et another 
mess at the 
Vale Council 
when financing the 
new Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School (‘Legal loop¬ 
hole set to block plan to 
sell off school build¬ 
ing’, The GEM, May 
9). 

Tax payers have spent 
£21.5m on this school, 
but it now appears the 
strategy to raise money 
from asset sales to fund 
the school rebuilding 
programme has not gone 
to plan.

Man’s world 
record bid 
for charity 


A BARRY man is 
hoping to be part 
of a record-break¬ 
ing rugby match 
that is aiming to 
raise many thou¬ 
sands of pounds for 
a children’s 
charity. 

Dominic O’Sullivan , 
a Barry father of four, 
and grandfather of two, 
has been selected to 
play in a 25-hour rugby 
match against a 
Combined Services 
team for ‘Scotty’s Little 
Soldiers’, a charity that 
raises money for the 
children of the fallen 
service personnel 
(www.scottyslittlesol- 
diers.co.uk) 

Dominic, 46, a for¬ 
mer RAF Physical 
Training Instructor, now 
runs a UK-based leisure 
consultancy, and 
answered the call from 
an old business col¬ 
league after seeing the 
Scotty’s founder, Nikki 
Scott, receive a military 
award in December. 

Dominic said: “I 
enjoyed 14 years in the 
RAF and left with some 
great experiences, with¬ 
out ever facing danger 
in comparison to today’s 
servicemen. 

“I felt that I had to 
show my support for 
this charity as it directly 
helps the children who 
suffered the loss of a 
parent.” 

The match is being 
staged at Welford Road, 
the home of Leicester 
Tigers on May 31, and 
the squad is limited to 
22 to comply with the 
Guinness World Record 
rules. 

Players cannot be 
replaced if injured, so it 
will require each player 
to play for a minimum 
of 19 hours each. 


It will be a full con¬ 
tact game, with no half 
times, and layers must 
stay pitch side when not 
on the field. The event 
will be followed by a 
charity auction and after 
party, which is hoped to 
raise further funds. 
Charity donations have 
come in from all over 
the world, including the 
Australian RFU and 
Oscar De La Hoya, 
among others. 

Dominic retired from 
rugby in 2008, but has 
been training at least 12 
hours each week, com¬ 
bining sessions of run¬ 
ning up to 16 miles, 
cycling 60, or swim¬ 
ming two. 

He said: “I knew it 
was a massive physical 
challenge and to be hon¬ 
est I was well out of 
shape at the start, I 
couldn’t run three miles! 

“Now, I’m in the best 
shape since I left the 
RAF in 98. Every time I 
have been low, I just 
think of the Scotty’s 
kids and I’m lifted.” 

The players will wear 
the name of a Scotty’s 
child on the back of 
their jersey, which has 
added a special connec¬ 
tion for the players. 

Each player was 
tasked with raising £500 
each, and Dominic has 
so far reached £1,300 - 
but isn’t satisfied. He 
wants to break £2,000 
and make sure the chari¬ 
ty gets a massive boost. 

His final training 
push is now under way 
and, as the oldest player 
on either side, he is 
determined to make a 
full contribution.

But Plaid Cymru 
councillor, Ian Johnson, 
said he had reservations 
about developing at 
Weycock Cross. 

He explained: “Plans 
for housing on greenfield 
sites at Weycock Cross 
will be seen as the thin 
end of the wedge by 
many people. 

“We know that devel¬ 
opers have long been 
interested in building in 
the area, leading to con¬ 
cerns of gridlock along 
the top road between the 
airport and Culverhouse 
Cross, and destroying the 
‘green wedge’ between 
Barry and Rhoose. 

“The developers are 
being perhaps mislead¬ 
ing, when they say that it 
is included in the LDP 
deposit plan, as that has 
already been rejected by 
the Vale Council. 

“However, as every 
other LDP site in Barry, 
such as the Waterfront, 
Barry Island Pleasure 
Park, White Farm and 
Pencoedtre Golwg y 
Coed has already been 
granted planning permis¬ 
sion, it is hard to see 
what difference scrap¬ 
ping the LDP is making.”

News from the Penarth 
and District Ramblers 


THIRTEEN walkers, includ¬ 
ing leader Joy, travelled down 
to the Gower Peninsula as a 
sea mist drifted inland at 
Swansea Bay, just in time for 
their arrival at Parc le Breos. 

Setting off through woodland and 
along cliffs they paused at the majestic 
ruins of Pennard Castle with its glori¬ 
ous views across the Pennard Pill 
Valley, where many legends abound, 
following the castle being overcome 
by sand and having to be abandoned. 

Sandy paths and open cliffs led the 
group on past Southgate towards 
Pwlldu Head, where they stopped for 
morning coffee as the sun began to 
shine. 

During the 18th century, the Royal 
Navy used to scour rural communities 
around the British coastline to press- 
gang labourers, farm workers, miners 
and quarrymen into service and after 
being kidnapped they were held below 
deck to prevent them escaping. 

Such an event led to tragic loss of 
life on November 28, 1760, when the 
Caesar on a press ganging mission was 
overcome by rough seas and was 
wrecked at Pwlldu, drowning those 
people locked below decks. The bod¬ 
ies were dragged ashore by local sal¬ 
vage hunters and communally interred 
on the cliff at Graves End. 

The group made their way to 
Guzzle Hole, a cave where the 


Bishopston stream drops underground 
to resurface further down the valley. 

They lunched at Kittle before con¬ 
tinuing on to Ilston, where local 
Baptists met at the church of St Illtyd 
before their own small chapel was 
built by John Myles (or Miles) further 
down the cwm on the site of the 
medieval Trinity Well spring (which 
still rises from the ruins). 

Reaching the busy village of 
Parkmill, they tramped through woods 
before the homeward journey.

Campaigner 
seeks views on 
injuries unit 


A BARRY campaigner has 
called on the Welsh Assembly 
to ensure the local hospital has 
a fully operational minor 
injuries unit. 

Mr Jeff Heathfield, a local resident, 
put in a petition backed by 50 people, 
to be considered by Assembly 
Members who sit on the petitions com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr Heathfield said that the Cardiff 
and Vale University Heath Board had 
cited staff sickness and operational 
pressures as reasons for reduced hours 
in recent times, but he insisted: “Local 
people need a fully functioning minor 
injuries unit.” 

Eollowing Mr Heathfield’s submis¬ 
sion to The Senedd, the petitions com¬ 
mittee wrote to the Cardiff and Vale 
UHB asking why the minor injuries 
unit in Barry Hospital didn’t currently 
operate an eight hour a day, five day a 
week service, and asking about how 
the unit is staffed. 

Mr Heathfield told The GEM that 


the board had replied to the petitions 
committee. In its letter, the board 
pointed out that while it had had issues 
with staff sickness, it was providing an 
eight hour a day, five day a week serv¬ 
ice. 

The letter also pointed out that a 
phone service is being launched for 
patients wishing to access Barry minor 
injuries service which will enable a 
dedicated team of nurses to assess a 
patient’s condition over the phone. 

Over time, the phone service will be 
open for 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week, and during the time the unit is 
closed patients will either be booked 
into the next available session or sign¬ 
posted to “alternate care pathways”. 

The petitions committee is now 
seeking a response to the letter from 
Mr Heathfield, who told The GEM he 
would be keen to gather more informa¬ 
tion from people in the town before he 
replies.

tries worldwide and 
allows young people to 
develop their reporting 
skills by investigating 
environmental issues 
through written, photo¬ 
graphic or video submis¬ 
sions. 

The competition is 
open to secondary 
schools, colleges and 
youth organisations and 
has three age categories 
(11-14, 15-18 and 
19-21) for each media 
type. It is promoted by 
the Eoundation for 
Environmental 
Education (EEE) and in 
Wales is managed by 
Keep Wales Tidy and 
funded by Natural 
Resources for Wales. 

The Environmental 
Impact of the Severn 
Barrage, the overall 
Welsh winner, was said 
to take a balanced 
approach to the issues 
raised by the construc¬ 
tion which has been 


strongly opposed 
because of its effect on 
local wildlife and a 
reduction in water quali¬ 
ty.

While he may be 
making a valid point as 
to the waste of money 
supporting this particular 
scheme, it is yet another 
example of which there 
seem to be too many of 
the council spending 
money on schemes or 
developments which 
appear poorly-thought 
through or make no 
sense in a joined-up and 
coherent strategic plan 
for the area. 

The Local 

Development Plan was 
kicked around as a polit¬ 
ical football and was 
either going to be 
scrapped, reinvented or 
tweaked to take account 
of the general negativity 
which was strongly 
expressed by the people 
of Barry and the rest of 
the Vale. 

Time and money, of 
which we are constantly 
being reminded there is 
little, continues to be 
wasted. 

It is bewildering that 
over many years the 
council has, in my opin¬ 
ion, repeatedly failed to 
deliver on so many 
things, irrespective of 
which political party is 
in control and, as a 
result, Barry and the sur¬ 
rounding areas have suf¬ 
fered badly. 

There appears little 
evidence of a current

Interestingly, we see 
in-house party political 
squabbles which several 
local councillors have 
taken to airing in The 
GEM in the hope of 
either point scoring or 
raising their own pro¬ 
files. 

Judging by the usual 
subject matter, I fear 
some lack the ability to 
see the bigger picture as 
to key issues needing 
attention which will 
make a difference. 

I, along with so many, 
am concerned about the 
future for Barry because 
during the 30 years I 
have lived here, sadly 
the town has gone into 
decline. 

As a means of reas¬ 
suring us all, perhaps the 
council leader would 
like to give an outline of 
where we are at with the 
LDP and how the coun¬ 
cil will be measuring its 
performance in relation 
to meeting the objec¬ 
tives/timescales con¬ 
tained within the plan. 

I thought that a strict 
deadline governed this 
plan, so how will that 
impact on its implemen¬ 
tation? A periodic report, 
maybe using The GEM, 
would help to keep peo¬ 
ple abreast of important 
matters rather than the 
somewhat bland ‘View 
Erom The Vale article 
which tells us about 
black bags and other 
non-descript inconse¬ 
quential matters. 

I think we can all take 
it, despite the somewhat 
curious parental attitude 
which permeates within 
the council which sug¬ 
gests they know best, 
and we shouldn’t tax our 
brains about things 
which might affect us.

However, I don’t 
think I am alone in 
believing that financial 
waste caused by indeci¬ 
sion, poor planning and 
back pedalling by the 
council is becoming a 
contributing factor to the 
financial dilemma we 
currently face, and indi¬ 
cators suggest we will 
continue to feel for the 
forseeable future.

Challenge ahead for Dinas 
Powys Voluntary Concern 


SOUTHRA PARK IN 
TRAFFIC ‘GAMBLE’ 

HE only 
noticeable 
response to 
Coun Chris 
Franks’ appeal for 
a speed camera on 
a dangerous stretch 
of road in Dinas 
Powys, on the 
Cardiff Road, Swan 
Bend, has been the 
erection of 30mph 
speed limit flashing 
signs at each end of 
Dinas Powys. 

These warning signs 
are ignored by the 
majority of motorists, 
and have been useless in 
slowing down the traffic 
on Cardiff Road. 

The 30mph speed 
limit flashing sign at the 
Southra Park end of the 
village was erected 100 
yards after passing the 
entrance to Southra Park 
estate, and the fast mov¬ 
ing traffic approaching 



from Barry virtually 
ignores this sign. 

It’s still a gamble 
when you try and pull 
out from Southra Park 
into the fast moving traf¬ 


fic coming around the 
bend at our end of Dinas 
Powys, so I cannot for 
the life of me see what 
effect these flashing 
30mph signs have had 
on approaching traffic. 

Coun Franks wanted 
speed cameras sited, and 
Paul Daniells, traffic 
management and casual¬ 
ty reduction officer for 
the Vale Council, told 
him that the council was 
at that time conducting a 
survey, and gathering 
data to determine 
whether this will meet 
the criterion for a mobile 
speed camera site. 

It’s now been nearly 
three years since this 
issue was raised - noth¬ 
ing has changed - the 
30mph speed limit flash¬ 
ing signs are ignored, 
and the traffic still 
speeds around the Swan 
Bend. 

It’s still a gamble to 
pull out into traffic from 
Southra Park. What did 
the Vale Council learn 
from their survey - 
could someone tell me, 
please?

NEWS FROM THE

Do not run! 


IN my last report, I 
set out how to pre¬ 
pare information to 
get a valid answer to 
a question (see our 
web site below if 
you missed it). 

I have just resolved a 
problem of my own. My 
satisfaction at the solu¬ 
tion is neatly balanced by 
the pain of the time spent 
barking up the wrong 
tree looking for it. The 
process refreshed a les¬ 
son forgotten, as my sys¬ 
tem worked problem-free 
for years. 

I decided I must move 
forward from my 2005 
laptop to a 2013 model 
which has been pur¬ 
chased and put into use. 

Incidentally, I have 
installed Windows 7 on it 
to match my desktop 
machine, rather than 
Windows 8. 

I’m quietly getting 
used to newer versions of 
browsers and applica¬ 
tions, including famil¬ 
iarising myself with 
home networking. 

My old laptop is still 
useful for running some 
legacy software that 
Windows 7 will not han¬ 
dle. I did, however, rein¬ 
stall Windows XP to 
refresh the operating sys¬ 
tem. That worked OK 
except for an error mes¬ 
sage saying that synchro¬ 
nising my web feeds was 
a problem and that pro¬ 
gramme had to close. 

Odd. I have never 
asked for any web feeds, 
never mind any synchro¬ 
nisation. I simply can¬ 
celled the error message 
after sending a report to 
Microsoft as requested. 
Perhaps re-installing XP 
had reset the start menu 
to include a default set¬ 
ting which ran the appli¬ 
cation that was having 
difficulty. 

The problem’s nui¬ 
sance potential became 
clear when the error mas¬ 
sage came up at six 


minute intervals and sat 
slap in the centre of the 
screen until cancelled. 

An identical error 
message box was added 
in the same place every 
few minutes. If unattend¬ 
ed for a while, there were 
several overlaid boxes 
(11 was my personal 
best). 

Something had to be 
done. All I had to do was 
to identify the run com¬ 
mand for the programme 
and tell it not to run - or 
so I thought. Nothing in 
the start-up folder looked 
relevant, and several 
searches for prospective 
file names were to no 
avail (no file name was in 
the error message). 

Some housekeeping 
took place as several old 
programmes were unin¬ 
stalled just in case. 
Eventually, I found a 
matching problem on the 
Microsoft website sup¬ 
port section. 

To my horror, some 
expert had set out a com¬ 
prehensive nine-step 
solution that took several 
hours and a lot of care to 
carry out. Thankfully, 
another solution gave the 
location and filename of 
the offending application 
and suggested simply 
changing the file name. 

I followed the easier 
course, and in five min¬ 
utes the problem went 
away. The filename 
change I made was 
‘Do_not_run_<file- 
name>’. The run instruc¬ 
tion (wherever it is) will 
not be able to find the 
altered file and therefore 
the programme will not 
run and cannot encounter 
the problem it had. 

The lesson? Think 
first in order to ask the 
right question in the right 
place.

MESSAGE TO DRIVERS

PUPILS from Sully 
Primary have 
helped deliver let¬ 
ters to the school’s 
neighbours, as part 
of its extended road 
safety campaign. 

The letters remind 
local residents of the vol¬ 
untary temporary one¬ 
way system set up a few 
years ago, in consultation 
with the Vale Council 
and the police. 

Between 
8.45am-9.15pm and 
3.15pm-3.45pm, drivers 
are asked turn off South 
Road into Burnham 
Avenue and travel along 
Smithies Avenue, before 
turning in to Weston 
Avenue or Somerset 
View. 

Similarly, drivers are 
asked to travel along the 
length of Minehead 
Avenue in a complete cir¬ 
cuit. 

The letters to neigh¬ 
bours, complete with 
map, were delivered by 
volunteer children with 
members of the newly- 
formed Parents Forum, 
as concerns had been 
raised over the safety 
around the school at the 
beginning and end of the 
school day. 

Last term, a road safe¬ 
ty banner was displayed 
outside the main entrance 
on Burnham Avenue and 
letters written by chil¬ 
dren in each year group 
were sent home to par¬ 



ents reminding them of 
the dangers of parking on 
double yellow lines and 
on the zig-zag markings 
while dropping off and 
collecting children. 

As a direct result, 
there were fewer inci¬ 
dents. However, there 
are still concerns over the 
congestion caused by 
two-way traffic and the 
risk to children and par¬ 
ents trying to cross the 
roads. 

Mrs Waddington, 
deputy head, said: “The 
letter to parents written 
by the children last term 
was quite effective. The 
next step in our road 
safety campaign was to 
write to local residents to 


inform them of what we 
are trying to do to 
improve road safety, and 
also invite them and their 
visitors to join the tempo¬ 
rary one-way system dur¬ 
ing the two brief periods 
each weekday that it 
operates, to further 
reduce the risk for chil¬ 
dren. 

“We do, of course, 
encourage parents to 
walk to school with their 
children whenever possi¬ 
ble, and we will be 
organising a walking bus 
during Walk to School 
week,” she added. 

Parents have also 
recently received letters

social services team at 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council. 

A panel of the HCPC 
Conduct and 

Competence 
Committee heard that 
Eryl Owen Ring failed 
to maintain adequate 
and contemporaneous 
records of her activities 
with service users. 

Some entries were 
made as long as seven 
months after the con¬ 
tact. 

The panel further 
heard that she failed to 
follow up on an assess¬ 
ment of Service User A 
for nine months, before 
the council received a 
complaint from Service 
User A’s mother. 


She then attempted 
to show she had done 
some follow-up work 
by falsifying two emails 
to her colleague in the 
housing team, dated 
several months after he 
had left the team. 

She was dismissed 
from the Vale Council 
after a disciplinary 
hearing. 

Panel chair 

Raymond Pattison 
commented: “The fail¬ 
ure to follow up an 
intervention for nine 
months represents a 
serious departure from 
accepted practices and 
resulted in signihcant 
delay for a vulnerable 
service user. 

“The panel was of 


the view that these 
were not isolated laps¬ 
es, they spanned a 
number of years, were 
repeated and the dis¬ 
honest actions were 
also repeated. 

“There is a very high 
risk of recurrence as 
the registrant has 
shown no insight and 
there is no evidence of 
any remedial action.” 

The panel decided 
the most appropriate 
action was to strike 
Eryl Owen Ring from 
the register with an 
interim suspension 
order in place to cover 
the appeal period. 

She was not present 
or represented at the 
hearing.

THE RSPCAhas 
warned that there 
has been a big 
increase in convic¬ 
tions for animal 
cruelty in parts of 
Wales. 

The animal charity 
chose to treat the three 
county boroughs of 
Bridgend, Rhondda 
Cynon Taff and Merthyr 
Tydfil as one area, 
where the number of 
convictions rose from 
23 in 2011 to 76 in 
2012 - a 230 per cent 
increase. 

The RSPCA Cymru 
national director, Steve 
Carter, said: “Some 
areas in Wales have 
seen a disturbing 
increase in cruelty 
cases, and this is a 
major cause of concern 
for us. 

“The RSPCA is lead¬ 
ing the fight against a 


growing animal cruelty 
crisis. Our staff, volun¬ 
teers and branches show 
tremendous dedication - 


but they are struggling 
to keep up. 

“For us, prosecution 
is always the last resort. 
However, last year 
inspectors investigated 
174 suspected cruelty 
cases in Wales and 
secured 248 convic¬ 
tions. ” 

The charity quoted 
one example - a dis¬ 
tressing incident in 
Maesteg, where a man 
was banned from keep¬ 
ing animals for five 
years after failing to 
treat his dog’s tumour. 

The man was also 
given a six-week prison 
sentence, suspended for 


12 months, ordered to 
pay full costs of £791, 
and to serve 120 hours 
of unpaid community 
work. 

The defendant plead¬ 
ed guilty at Bridgend 
Magistrates’ Court to 
causing unnecessary 
suffering to the German 
shepherd-type dog, 
which had to be put to 
sleep to end its suffer¬ 
ing. 

The court heard that 
an RSPCA inspector 
visited the defendant’s 
property at the end of 
July 2012. He observed 
an emaciated German 
Shepherd-type dog with 
a broken hind leg and 
an open wound which 
was bleeding. 

The animal was 
examined by a veteri¬ 
nary surgeon, who con¬ 
cluded that an untreated 
tumour had caused the 
leg to become infected. 
The dog was put to 
sleep by the vet. 

RSPCA inspector Nic 
De Celis said: “This 
was a terrible example 
of wilful neglect and 
extreme cruelty. 

“This animal must 
have suffered extreme 
pain and this sentence 
sends a strong message 
that this kind of neglect 
will not be tolerated. ”

Western Railway 
(GWR) 2-8-0 steam 
locomotive number 
2861 left Barry for 
the Llangollen 
Railway Workshops 
on a huge articulat¬ 
ed road trailer on 
May 6. 

Although Barry scrap¬ 
yard closed for business 
23 years ago, and most of 
the remaining steam 
locomotives left for 
preservation by that time, 
10 locomotives stayed in 
the Barry and Cardiff 
area until recently. 

This group of steam 
engines became known 
as the Barry Ten and 
have latterly been kept at 
the Barry Tourist 
Railway main depot near 
Barry Station. 

Over the last few 
years, promising futures 
for this collection of 
locomotives have been 
found, and as a result, 
many are currently being 
transformed into differ¬ 
ent types that have been 
long extinct since the 
modernisation of the rail¬ 
ways in the 1950s and 
60s. 

This has been possible 
by combining compo¬ 
nents from these old 
locos with the fabrication 
of new parts, such as 
mainframes, enabling 
several iconic types to be 
recreated, including the 
famous ex-GWR County 
of Glamorgan express 


locomotive. 

Components from 
loco No 2861 are similar¬ 
ly to used to help create a 
similar but larger- 
wheeled 2-8-0 tender 
locomotive type that 
became extinct in 1964. 

These were known as 
the ‘Night Owls’. 
Numbered in the 4700 
series, these powerful 
locomotives worked 
mainly at night hauling 
fast parcels and freight 


trains. 

On completion, this 
newly-recreated locomo¬ 
tive will be one of the 
largest and most impres¬ 
sive locomotives in the 
Great Western Society’s 
collection and we will be 
pleased to welcome this 
iconic ‘Night Owl’ loco 
back for visits to the 
Barry Tourist Railway 
when restored in due 
course.

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Atlantic College students 
lose their RNLI lifeboat 

-hut train to be lifeguards! 


STUDENTS at 
Atlantic College are 
to lose their RNLI 
lifeboat, but will be 
retrained as life¬ 
guards. 

The long relationship 
between the college and 
the RNLI is changing 
course with the develop¬ 
ment of an RNLI beach 
lifeguard support centre, 
which is set to take the 
place of the lifeboat serv¬ 
ice currently stationed at 
UWC Atlantic College in 
St Donats, which is set to 
cease operation next 
month. 

The change has come 
about because the station 
at Porthcawl now has a 
35-knot inshore lifeboat 
and a new D class 
lifeboat. Also, Barry 
Dock is home to a 25- 
knot all-weather Trent 
class lifeboat. 

The RNLI is confident 
that it is able to meet its 
strategic lifesaving 
requirements with the 
withdrawal of the UWC 
Atlantic College lifeboat. 

Alun Wood, the head 
of the outdoor faculty at 
UWC Atlantic College, 
said: “Since its opening 


in 1962, the college has 
been committed to 
adventurous marine 
activities and rescue 
services. 

“We have a long and 
proud history of life- 
guarding in Wales, with a 
well-established tradition 
of training students from 
around 90 different 
nationalities in the skills 
of surf lifesaving. 

“Every August, gener¬ 
ations of students have 
patrolled the local beach 
- Southerndown - often 
in collaboration with the 
local authority paid life¬ 
guards. 

“It will, of course, be 
sad to see the departure 
of our boat, but the intro¬ 
duction of the new RNLI 
beach lifeguard support 
centre seems a natural fit 
and marks an exciting 
opportunity for even 
more of our student 
body.” 

RNLI lifeguards 
already operate at 
Whitmore Bay, 

Southerndown, Ogmore 
and Llantwit Major, and 
students will help out on 
a voluntary basis as part 
of their service studies. 

Matt Horton, an RNLI

lifeguard inspector, said: 
“Last year, RNLI life¬ 
guards began operating a 
beach safety service in 
the Vale for the first time. 

“Due to the close 
proximity of the four 
beaches to the college, 
students will really bene¬ 
fit from becoming 
involved in lifeguard- 
ing.” 

He added that talks 
were under way about 
involving the college in 
the RNLLs newly emerg¬ 
ing International 

Development 
Programme, where some 
students may be selected 
to become involved with 
promoting lifesaving 
skills abroad. 

Colin Williams, RNLI 
regional operations man¬ 
ager for the west region, 
said: “I would like to 
thank members of the 
local community and for¬ 
mer students at UWC 
Atlantic College for their 
understanding, commit¬ 
ment and dedication to 
the lifeboat station over 
the years. 


“The decision of the 
coast review team to 
change the direction of 
the college is not taken 
lightly,. However we 
have a duty to our sup¬ 
porters to use their 
money wisely. 

“We are confident that 
the stretch of coast 
between Tusker Rock 
and Rhoose Point can be 
covered by the very 
effective lifeboats and 
their volunteer crews at 
Barry Dock and 
Porthcawl. 

‘The station’s long 
history and important 
role in the development 
of the rigid inflatable 
boat (RIB) and the 
Atlantic 21 inshore 
lifeboat alongside the 
RNLI have huge impor¬ 
tance to us and we want 
to retain strong links with 
the college.” 

UWC Atlantic College 
was one of the nine loca¬ 
tions that helped to test 
and establish the RIB 
(rigid inflatable boat) as 


a potential lifesaving 
craft from 1963 onwards. 
The rescue boats were 
manned by the members 
of the staff and pupils of 
the college. 

It was not until 1973 
that the RNLI sent UWC 
Atlantic College their 
first official lifeboat, an 
Atlantic 21. 

Experimental work on 
the development of fast 
rescue boats for the 
RNLI was carried out for 
many years at UWC 
Atlantic College under 
the supervision of Rear 
Admiral Desmond 
Hoare, the headmaster. 

He was the pioneer of 
a new larger class of 21- 
foot inshore lifeboat. His 
role and that of staff and 
students in the develop¬ 
ment was recognised by 
the naming of the class 
‘Atlantic’, the latest ver¬ 
sion of which, the 
Atlantic 85, is stationed 
at Porthcawl.

I_NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY_| 

Do bee colonies provide a 
lesson for the human race? 


WE can now assume that 
spring is finally here. 
Several forage blooms are 
becoming available and the 
bees are out and about 
whenever conditions are 
favourable. 

However, I am still feeding 
some colonies here at Fon-Mon 
and at other apiaries due to the 
prolonged winter. 

The loss of bees nationwide 
has been alarming. Very few api¬ 
aries have come through 
unscathed; indeed the Cardiff 
training apiary has lost five out of 
seven colonies this time round. 
Of the seven we had, two colonies 
suffered Woodpecker predation 
and this drastically reduced the 
number of bees in those hives, 
plus we now have hives that need 
repair (holes in each side). 

There is much conjecture 
regarding these losses, as the 
hives gradually diminished over 
the opening months of this year. 

One possible explanation is the 
failure of the queens to start lay¬ 
ing: she needs to lay as the bees 
within the colony are the old win¬ 
ter bees and were, of course, start¬ 
ing to die off. Newly hatched 
bees would have replaced these 
and if conditions were as they 
should be in spring, the colony 
would have expanded and all 
would be well. 

Let us take a look at the other 
apiaries that Barbara Chick and I 
manage. Fon-Mon went into win¬ 
ter with five colonies and one 
nucleus (this is a half size hive 
hence fewer bees) but they have 
all come through and are looking 


very well. 

St Fagan’s folk museum apiary 
went into winter with seven 
colonies and only one died out. 
This colony was somewhat small 
and we were not too surprised that 
it did not make it. The bees in this 
apiary did have an abundance of 
Himalayan Balsam in the latter 
part of the year to boost their win¬ 
ter stores. 

Aberthaw Power Station apiary 
went into winter with three 
colonies and a nucleus colony; 
they too came through OK and 
are looking well. In fact, I have 
now transferred the nucleus into a 
full size hive, but it will require 
feeding to help it out. Why have 
these colonies survived, when the 
Dyffryn bees collapsed? They 
were all given appropriate atten¬ 
tion and were, of course, given 
supplementary feeding through¬ 
out 2012. 

An improvement in the weath¬ 
er and temperatures is a must if 
the bees that have survived are 
going to multiply and keep the 
species going. Many factors are 
making life difficult for all insects 
to survive. Current agricultural 
practices are responsible for the 
disappearance of much valuable 
habitat and food resources. The 
use of fungicides, herbicides and 
pesticides by farmers and garden¬ 
ers alike has to be considered a 
major factor in the overall search 
for the answer to our diminishing 
wildlife. 

Crop protection manufacturers 
suggest that the honeybee losses 
are down to bad beekeeping and 
the varroa infestations. It seems 
to have escaped their notice that 


many of the other important polli¬ 
nators and birds and small mam¬ 
mals do not suffer predation from 
varroa mites, but they are disap¬ 
pearing. 

So what is the answer to this 
denuding of the world and its 
species? There has to be one, and 
we humans as the dominant 
species are going to have to get 
our act together and come up with 
a solution before we wipe our¬ 
selves out. Perhaps the only 
species to mourn the disappear¬ 
ance of Homo Sapiens will be 
head lice and fleas! 

Despite the poor start to this 
year’s beekeeping, hope springs 
eternal. Those with aspirations to 
take up the craft of beekeeping 
may well experience difficulty 
this year, as there will definitely 
be a shortage of bees. 

The stealing of bees and hives 
here in south Wales has been 
brought to the attention of those 
of us with established apiaries. It 
now behoves us to put some form 
of identification onto all pieces of 
equipment. 

What is going to befall us bee¬ 
keepers next I wonder?

Star Trek sequel gives 
audience a "brilliant 
blockbuster thrill ride" 


W HEN JJ 
Abrams 
rebooted 
Star Trek in 2009, 
there was plenty 
riding on it - a 
once-great fran¬ 
chise being given a 
new spin could 
have gone many 
ways. 

Its huge success, both 
critically and financial¬ 
ly, meant that a return to 
the Starship Enterprise 
was a given, and it 
finally hits cinema 
screens in Star Trek Into 


The Darkness. 

After the crew of the 
Enterprise uncover a 
terrorist from within, 
John Harrison (played 
by Benedict 
Cumberbatch), who 
promptly escapes, Kirk 
(Chris Pine), Spock 
(Zachary Quinto) and 
the rest of the team are 
forced on a man-hunt to 
track down this deadly 
threat who could prove 
to their most difficult 
foe yet...

were the best in the 
series. Given how well 
received 2009’s take 
was, the ‘curse of the 
even-numbered film’ 
would merely add more 
pressure onto the 
sequel. 

But it’s a pressure 
that it wears well, as 
Star Trek Into Darkness 
makes for a bolder, 
grander (and yes, dark¬ 
er) proposition than the 
first outing, and while it 
doesn’t quite elevate 
itself away from the 
first outing, it still 
makes for a brilliant 
blockbuster thrill ride. 

JJ Abrams is a show¬ 
man first and foremost, 
and shows huge confi¬ 
dence in developing the 
world he helped create 
in 2009 and making the 
stakes bigger. Shot in 
3D, the film has a 
grandiose feeling, 
sweeping through 
worlds and showing an 
ambition and desire to 
expand that is an ever¬ 
present in sequels but 
one that is here deliv¬ 
ered with aplomb. 

Erom the film’s open¬ 
ing, the pace never lets 
up over its 135-minute 
running time, and 
Abrams manages to 
marry this kinetic pace 
to a story that keeps you 
fully engaged through¬ 
out.

Kurtzman and Damon 
Lindelof) offers an 
emotional weight 
amidst the seemingly 
constant action, while 
the climax takes a well- 
regarded Trek story 
strand from yester-fran- 
chise and spins it on its 
head with pleasing 
results. 

The cast, the majority 
of whom are returning 
for their second dose of 
Trek, are all pitch-per¬ 
fect for the occasion 
and offer solid perform¬ 
ances across the board. 

Chris Pine manages 
to mix action with a 
wry humour as Kirk, 
while Zachary Quinto 
manages to invest more 
depth into Spock this 
time around, the charac¬ 
ter having much more 
resonance in this film. 

Simon Pegg offers 
superb comic relief as 
Scotty, and while the 
likes of John Cho, 

Anton Yelchin and Zoe 
Saldana feel slightly 


sidelined, Benedict 
Cumberbatch’s John 
Harrison more than 
makes up for that. 

The actor’s perform¬ 
ance here cuts through 
the film, the mysterious 
character underpinning 
Cumberbatch’s cold, 
steely-eyed persona and 
his turn (in particular 
the emphasis on physi- 
cality) is hugely impres¬ 
sive. 

Given that Abrams is 
set to direct the next 
Star Wars film, if this 
proves to be his good¬ 
bye to the franchise 
then it can be consid¬ 
ered a job well done, 
especially as he has 
restored Star Trek to far 
more than the second- 
tier concern it was in 
danger of becoming. 

Instead, as Star Trek 
Into Darkness reaffirms, 
it is a spectacular and 
engrossing blockbuster 
experience. 

VERDICT: A strong 
second outing for the 
crew of the Starship 
Enterprise, Star Trek 
Into Darkness is an 
entertaining thrill ride 
of a film that delivers 
action and suspense in 
equal measure. 

Well-directed and 
acted, the film is an 
unashamed summer 
blockbuster, but with 
some weight, and is def¬ 
initely worth catching.

“They would have 
seeped into the stone, 
into the landscape, the 
trees, the earth, they 
would have been carried 
by the birds and the net¬ 
work of roots beneath 
the soil. These stories 
remain. 

“We are simply too 
busy in our lives to stop 
and to listen. We can 
hear these stories as 
whispers on the wind, as 
ripples on a stream. 
These stories are calling 
to be told.”

Drilling applications in 
the Vale are not what 
they appear to be... 


O UR MP, 

Alun Cairns 
tells The 
GEM, as he also 
told last Friday’s 
Bonvilston anti¬ 
drilling meeting, 
that the plans do 
not involve ‘frack¬ 
ing’ (GEM May 9). 

Yet the company’s 
“Supporting 
Information” on the 
Vale planning site 
shows they plan to test- 
drill for both coal-bed 
methane and shale gas. 

Both are termed 
“unconventional gas” 
sources, which require 
high pressure fluid to be 
injected to force out the 
natural gas (methane). 

As the document says 
“technological advances 
mean it could be eco¬ 
nomically viable to 
extract methane from 
these sources”. 

The test-drilling 
would not fracture the 
coal-seams and rock 
strata, but pump down 
fluid at moderate pres¬ 
sure and measure the 
gas driven off. 

If this is successful, 
we read, a plan for gas 
extraction will follow. 
The “technological 
advances”, of course, 
mean extraction will be 
via high pressure fluid 
injection that fractures 
the rocks (‘fracking’). 


The tree test drilling 
applications at 
B on vil ston/Llantrithyd, 
Dyffryn and Llandow 
are all misleading in 
stating they cover “con¬ 
ventional gas”. 

Are the Vale planners 
just naive in accepting 
this false description, 
when it’s clearly 
“unconventional gas” 
and the Wales planning 
guidance is different for 
the two categories? 

They have rushed out 
a brief ‘Screening 
Opinion’ dated April 18 


that does not even men¬ 
tion the purpose and 
type of gas extraction. 
And have allowed peo¬ 
ple only until May 14 to 
read the documents and 
question the applicants, 
then put in objections. 

Let’s demand re-sub- 
mission with proper title 
and due time for 
informing and consult¬ 
ing local people.

What’s more, that 
free membership does 
not mean that the adult 
has to play with the jun¬ 
ior every time.

They can get coach¬ 
ing at the club academy 
from the club profes¬ 
sional, Duncan Prior, on 
a Monday evening, and 
from assistant profes¬ 
sional Gareth Bennett 
on a Saturday morning. 

They can play in jun¬ 
ior competitions, and 
are eligible for the jun¬ 
ior league teams, who 
play other junior sec¬ 
tions from clubs in the 
area. 

There is something a 
little mysterious about 
Brynhill because, over 
the years, it has pro¬ 
duced far more than its 
fair share of top golfers.

Organ donations: 

the final debate? 


DEBATE on the 
controversial sys¬ 
tem of organ dona¬ 
tion, known as ‘pre¬ 
sumed consent’, has 
raged around Wales 
for some five years 
and is now coming 
to a crux at the 
Welsh Assembly. 

If approved, the Bill 
would become law in 
2015, making Wales the 
first part of the UK to go 
beyond the donor card 
system. 

Now there’s a chance 
to hear the arguments 
and have a say yourself. 
Leading speakers from 
both sides can be heard 
at a special debate when 
the Archbishop of Wales 
will speak against the 
legislation and Roy J 
Thomas, chair of fcdney 
Wales Loundation, will 
speak in favour. 

The Welsh 

Government proposes a 
‘soft opt-out’ system, 
which presumes people 
agree to become donors 
after death, unless they 
have specifically opted 
out, or there are family 
objections. 

Ministers say the 
move would save lives; 
opponents point to faith 
and moral pitfalls and 
the practicality of 
administering laws dif¬ 
ferent from the rest of 
the UK. 

The Archbishop has 
attacked the plans as a 
move that would turn 
“volunteers into con¬ 
scripts” and said that 
people’s organs should 
be donated to others “as 
a free gift” not treated as 
assets of the state. 

Roy Thomas has 
pointed to the numbers 
dying while waiting for 
a transplant and called 
for leadership on this 
issue in Wales. 

The debate will be 
held by Cardiff Adult 
Christian Education 
Centre (CACEC), which 
covers Cardiff, the Vale 
and the Valleys, on 
Lriday, May 17, at City 
URC, Windsor Place, at 
7pm. Called ‘Whose

body is it, anyway?’, it 
is open to all and is free, 
in honour of CACEC’s 
founder. Rev Wm 
Hodgkins. 

The debate first ignit¬ 
ed in Wales - and within 
the Senedd, itself - in 
2008 when an inquiry 
into presumed consent 
for organ donation, set 
up by the Assembly, rec¬ 
ommended Wales should 
not, at that stage, pursue 
legislation for presumed 
consent and saw it as a 
“distraction” from other 
ways of improving dona¬ 
tion rates. 

Nevertheless, Wales 
pressed ahead with seek¬ 
ing a Legislative 
Competence Order 
(ECO), the transfer of 
power from the UK 
Parliament to Wales, to 
introduce the system, on 
the basis that the recom¬ 
mendation did not 
“reflect the weight of 
opinion in relation to 
presumed consent”. 

The ECO was eventu¬ 
ally laid in January 
2011 . 

Concerns were raised 
at that time by the 
Attorney General about 
whether presumed con¬ 
sent raised human rights 
issues that were not 
devolved to Wales. As 
all previous LCOs had 
been ‘nodded through’, 
however, some believed 
that UK Ministers were 
not happy with the idea 
and wanted to find legal 
objections to prevent it 
happening. 

The ECO was with¬ 
drawn in March 2011, 
the week after a 
Referendum gave Wales 
increased law making 
powers of its own. The 
new Bill came before the 
Welsh Assembly toward 
the end of last year, re¬ 
igniting the flames of 
controversy. 

The CACEC debate 
will help people to make 
up their minds.

Stupid reason 
for World War 


I WRITE to apologise 
for an error I made in 
my recent letter enti¬ 
tled - ‘How stage was 
set for World War 
One’ (The GEM May 
9). 

The two shots fired by 
the student Gavrilo 
Princip which gave 
Austro-Hungary the 
excuse it needed to 
declare war on Serbia, 
and start the whole con¬ 
flagration, were fired on 
Sunday June 28 1914, 


and not in July. 

My apologies; the 
outcome was the same: 
within 15 minutes. 
Archduke Eranz 
Eerdinand, heir to the 
Austrian throne, and his 
wife, were dead. 

As our Queen Mary 
later declared, this start¬ 
ed the Eirst World War 
and “for such a stupid 
reason, too”.

GREAT BACK IN BRITAIN 


T here is justice in the world. This 
point is emphasised by the Jaguar 
XJ - but not in the way that you 
might first imagine! 

Consider that drivers of this iconic luxury 
saloon are more often than not going to be under¬ 
paid chauffeurs, and that passengers will typically 
be wealthy businessmen and politicians. 

The fact that the electrically adjustable and heat¬ 
ed front seats are equipped with a 10-minute mas¬ 
sage function, which really does get to all the nec¬ 
essary areas, makes the driver and front passen¬ 
ger’s journey a thoroughly pleasurable experience. 

This luxury is reserved just for the front occu¬ 
pants and not the stressed PM in the back. What a 
dreadful pity when he has had such a tough day 
introducing policies such as allowing homeowners 
to add sizeable extensions without requiring plan¬ 
ning permission - fuelling neighbour disputes. 

While he unwinds, and no doubt curses journal¬ 
ists for missing the point about boosting work for 
builders, he considers his position in the shadow of 
the late Margaret Thatcher, whose funeral was 
attended by representatives from 170 countries 
headed by the Queen. 

He becomes increasingly irate about a certain 
Mr Farage and his UK Independence Party. 

The chauffeur nods in sympathy, all the while 
enjoying the drive to Wales where the PM is set to 
tell the Welsh Assembly to modernise its public 
services... 

It’s not all bad in the rear, though, because these 
seats are heated and electrically adjustable. It’s 
even possible for the rear occupants to move the 
front seats forward, if legroom is too tight. 

There are air conditioning controls, too. 
Television screens fitted in the back of the front 
headrests help passengers forget about their woes 
or indeed keep up to date with the latest news. 

This is reliant on there being reception and sadly 
in the depths of Hampshire and Dorset, where the 
bulk of the test takes place, there is none. 

Back in the front, by far the best part of the XJ, 
there are controls to satisfy every whim. Push a 
button and the steering wheel warms up. The dial 
for the automatic six speed box rises when the 
engine start button is pushed.

If fast driving is necessary to get to the 
Commons or Chequers, using dynamic mode and 
sports control in conjunction will ensure swift 
progress, on occasions jolting occupants back in 
their seats; useful if they become irritating. 

It’s hard to believe that under the bonnet resides 
a three-litre diesel engine, although there is an 
audible rattle on start-up, quickly forgotten when 
on the move. 

Engine stop/start, which cuts in and out with 
great reliability, is one of the smoothest and quick¬ 
est on the market. This helps the largest Jaguar in 
the range to travel around 500 miles on its 82 litre 
tank. 

The sophisticated cruise control, ideal for motor¬ 
way cruising, automatically keeps this short wheel 
base model a safe distance from the car in front, 
braking and accelerating when necessary. 

Ride is as you would expect, exceptionally com¬ 
fortable. The trouble-free all-aluminium body 
ensures good handling. 

For reversing, there’s a helpful camera that 
appears in the centre console - which is just as 
well, because you won’t see too much out of the 
rear window. 

The media centre in the middle of the dash is 
home to a sat nav, radio, controls for the heat and 


massage functions of the front seats. There’s a tele¬ 
vision, too. 

A massive glass roof stretches the length of the 
vehicle and its covers retract electrically. These 
covers match the rest of the roof, which is lined in 
a dark cosy and welcoming suede, which comple¬ 
ments the black leather and dark wood interior. 

There’s a fair bit of chrome, too and even 
footrests for the rear passengers. It is, however, 
disappointing that a rattle springs to attention from 
the driver’s door as I proceed down a country lane. 

Bearing in mind the length of the XJ, it is per¬ 
haps a little disappointing that there is only a rea¬ 
sonably sized boot, but its lid automatically rises 
and falls, ensuring there are no dirty fingers. “It’s 
a bit Marmite, too,” says a colleague. “You either 
love it or loathe it.” 

Externally, the Jaguar has a striking design but 
for me, it looks too similar to the smaller XF. 
Nevertheless it cuts an imposing and sophisticated 
presence. Since Tata took over, a Jaguar’s head has 
been introduced, which finds itself on the bulky 
key fob. 

This looks out of place to me and the traditional 
leaping Jaguar, which is used liberally throughout, 
should be the only emblem used. 

The original XJ was a tough act to follow in 
terms of style and quality and it was low to the 
ground but its replacement is far more reliable with 
superior build, if not so sporty. 

Overall, though, this is without doubt a remark¬ 
ably distinctive luxury vehicle and one of which 
Great Britain should be proud. 

This statement of class represents huge value for 
money, especially when the next best car is 
arguably the more expensive Rolls Royce, which 
shares many features.

UNCERTAIN 
FUTURE FOR 
BARRY TOWN 


BARRY TOWN’S future has 
been thrown into disarray fol¬ 
lowing a decision by owner 
Stuart Lovering to pull the 
team out of the Welsh League 
with just days to go in the sea¬ 
son. 

This week, supporters were left dev¬ 
astated that Welsh League officials 
accepted the withdrawal. 

Last week, the Welsh Football 
League had issued a release stating: 
“The Welsh Football League have 
received correspondence from Stuart 
Lovering, the owner of Barry Town 
Association Football Club Limited, 
withdrawing the football club from the 
League. 

“The Welsh Football League 
Management Committee will be meet¬ 


ing on Monday and will discuss the 
ongoing situation at Barry Town. 

“The FAW has sympathy with the 
supporters of the proud club who want 
to see their team playing football and 
continuing the long history and tradi¬ 
tion associated with Tenner Park. 

“The association is in correspon¬ 
dence with all involved in the matter.” 

Alun Cairns, the local MP, said this 
week that he would be working to pro¬ 
tect the club’s future. 

He had originaly hoped, like the 
supporters, that the club could com¬ 
plete its season’s fixtures “to maintain 
the integrity of the football for the sake 
of the players, the supporters and other 
teams in the league”. 

This week’s decision by league ojfi- 
cials means the club’s record for the 
season is wiped out. 


Bees retain the Cup 


THERE was lots at 
stake as Barry RFC 
entertained 
Llandaff in the 
final game of the 
season, with both 
sides having an out¬ 
side chance of pro¬ 
motion to division 
3, but requiring 
bonus point wins to 
keep in the hunt. 

It was unfortunate that 
the game was spoilt by 
the gale force winds 
blowing down the pitch, 
which hindered both 
teams from playing the 
type of rugby that they 
are capable of. 

Llandaff kicked off

As the second half 
opened it was obvious 
that Llandaff would play

However Barry came 
back strongly and pres¬
